Clinton’s move marked a dramat- 
ic and significant political mile- 
stone: Both the White House and 
Congress have now come forth with 
specific plans for ending the 
decades-long hemorrhage of federal 
red ink. 

There has not been u surplus in' 
the federal budget since 1969. As a 
result, the national debt — the accu- 
: mutation of yearly deficits — now 
; stands at $4.8 trillion. 

In all, Clinto'n’s plan would 
.'. achieve $517 billion in net deficit 
'reduction over seven years, and 
$1.23 trillion over 10 including 
the cost of the tax cut. 

Despite speculation that Clinton 
would scale back his proposed tax 
cut for the middle-class, he decided 
to back it in its entirety. 

That plan calls for a SSOO-per- 
child tax break and allows families 
earning under $100,000 to deduct 
up to $10,000 a year in college tu- 
ition. 

It would cost the Treasury $96 : ' 
billion oyer seven years and $176 
billion oyer’fO, compared with a 
House-pa^ed Republican tax cut of 
$350 billidn over seven years and 


$630 billion over 10. 

The president, whose comprehen- 
sive health'-eare reform plan was 
shot down by Republicans last year 
as a big-govemment boondoggle, 
offered a limited new proposal: 
health-insurance reforms that would 
make it easier for people to get hnd 
keep coverage when, they switch 
jobs or get sick, and moke coverage 
for small businesses more ofTord- 
able. 

He also wonts to offer premium 
subsidies for six months' to families 
who lose coverage when they lose a 
job. New Medicare benerits would, 
include limited coverage for home 
core and Alzheimer’s disease care- 
givers and eliminating the co-pay- 
ment for mammograms. 

He also would increase the 
health-care deduction for self-em- 
ployed individuob to SO percent, up 
from 30 pment.

Board meniber suggests county sell 
hospital^ use proceeds to care for poor

TWIN FALLS - While the county hos- 
pitai IS working Id Offer m&nogcd^arc' 
plan^, one board member says the county 
should look into selling the hospital and 
using the proceeds' to core for poor people. 

"I^e hospital is an asset of the county, 
but I’m not sure 1 ^e .the asset deriving a 
lot of 1)606111 for the citizens of the coun- 
. ty,” said Magic Valley Regional Medical 
■ Center board member Lany- Braga.- 

“It’s difficult for me to see the- reason- 
ing for the county being in the hospital 
business,” Braga said, and competing 
'against other hospitals and health-care 
providers. 

. -The county owns but does not fimd the 
^ profit-making hospital. To keep up with 
' the changing healtn-core moricet, the hos- 
pital'is trying to forni a physician-hospital 
.organization with a local doctors’ group, 
Magic Volley Health Network, and offer 


employers managed-core insurance plans. 

*The Idaho Legislature established coun- 
ty hospitals so poor residents could get 
care, Braga said. But counties also pay for 
~indigcnrcare-fbr-those-who-mee! require- 
" meats at-non-county hospitals. 

Braga said someone needs to find out 
how much the hospitol could be sold for. 
The ceffnty could use the money fiom the 
hospital’s sale to care for the county’s 
poor and for other benefits, he sai^. 

Commissioner Marvin Hemplemon said 
-the commisstonere- who appoint hospital 
board members — occosionolly discuss 
selling the hospital. In 1986. voters reject- 
ed a move to transfer hospital ownership 
CO a non-profit corporation so it could 
invest in projects with other coiporations. 

“I would ^nk (its sale) w^ld be turned 
down, too,” Hempieman said. "We don’t 
think that would.^ something that would 
go over easy. I’m horready to do it myself 
at this point." • . 

Hempieman said would rather look 


at other options to make the hospital 
more viable. If the hospital were having 
financial problems, residents probably 
would accept its sale, he said. 

“1 guess some pc^Ie are afraid of (he 
county not rthnriiig the hospital, but~ 
Burley doesn’t seem to afraid of it." 
Braga said. 

In Cassia County, the county-owned 
hospital is being closed and will be 
"replaced by a privately owned hospital 
this summer. The new S16 million hospi- 
tal’s owner is Infermountain Health Care, 
which' manages the recently sold county 
hospital. 

Three other hospitals in the Magic and 
Wood River valleys are publicly owned: 
Minidoka Memorial Hospital in Rupert. 
Gooding County Memorial Hospital and 
Wood River Medical Center in Hailey 
and Sun Valley. St. Luke's Regional 
Medical Center in Boise, however, Is 
negotiating to buy Wood Ritter Medical 
Center.

‘Gentle giant’ imprisoned for abuse

RUPERT - A man 7 feet 3 inches tall, nick- 
' named the “gentle giant" by those who knew 
_ him,. was sentenced to 4 to 12 years ihprison this 
• week for^xunlly abusing three pre-teen girls." 

In a hearing. Monday’ in the Minidoka County 
Courthouse, the victims’ mother made a plea to 
5th District Judge William Hart to send her 
daughters’ abuser, Carl S. Pollard, 31, of 
... Hazclton, to prison.-. - 

Pollard confessed to ihree counts of sexual 
abuse of a child for touching the victims’ geni- 
tals. He sexually abused the three girls for at 
least seven years, theirmothcr said. 

. Described by his Twin Falls attorney, Loren 
Bingham, as 'depressed and suicidal, Pollard 
cried throughout the hour-long hearing. 

Hart sentenced Pollard to .4 to 12 years for 
each charge. The sentences will be served at the 
same time. A consecutive sentence, as-rceom- 
mended by Minidoka County Prosecutor Gara 
Newman, would mean Pollard would serve 
between 12 and 36 years in prison, and an oppor- 
tunity for rehabilitation would be lost, Ha^t said.

Milosevic, trying to change his 
imogc from wormongef to pcaccmok- 
ef. has distanced himself somewhat 
from the Bosnian Serbs he once 
backed. He is under pressure from the 
United Slates to rcco^izc the borders 
of Bosnia-Hcizegovina in exchange 
fora lifting of sanctions. 

That would further isolate the 
Bosnian Serbs, something Karadzic is 
eager to prevent.

This year, on Tuesday evenings, “Dovvn- 
tpwn at Ehisk” will sprout at the fountain on 
Main Street Ihere,.folks who don’t usually 
get a chance to shop Saturday mornings can 
browse throu^ the fresh vegetables, herbs, 
ftuit, baked goc^ flowers arid crafts. 

And it kept oh growing.. 

‘ ’’We’re expanding little by little," said 
Tanguey, who. r^orted that his group has 
. a^ded so. nu^mpre.vrador/fanners this year

: PHOENIX (AP) — Color is very 
much in. style this year for roses, judg- 
ing by the four newest All-America 
Rose Selections. Fragrance and easy 
core helps, too. 

But the -kaleidoscope.'of constant 
color is likely to be .what will ^ most 
remembered about the 1996 winners: 
Si. Patrick, ML Hood. Livin' £a^ and 
Carefree Delict. 

- St. Patrick is especially novel. The 
only, hybrid .tea selected, it offers S- 
inch, yellow-gold flowers with shades 
,of g re en . The buds unfiirl slowly, rare 
among yellow roses; the long, upright 
stems make it a'delight for indoor' 
bouquets. 

It wos-hybridized by Frank Strick- 
land, one of the few amateurs ever to 
Win on AARS award, and is being in- 
troduced by Weeks Roses. Fra^ance 
is slight. . 

. Weeks also is introducing Livin’ 
Easy, a constant-blooming, glossy- 
-leaf floribunda with apricot-orange, 4- 
inch flowers and stems suitable for 
cutting. Fragrance is mild. 

Ml Hood is the first while to win in . 
seven years. An upright grandiflorat -if 
was hybridized by New Zealand’s Sm 
McGredy. giving him eight AARS 


winners. Ceriified Roses is’ the intro- 
ducer. Fragrance !s medium old rose. 

Carefree Delight is a free-branch- 
ing, landscape shrub hybridized by 
France’s House of Mciltud and being 
introduced by Conord-Pyle. Fragrance 
is sUght. 

Each'Alt-American Is evaluated In 
test gardens across the countiy for two 
years. It takes about eight years from 
propagation un^l designation by 
AARS,' a nonprofit organization 
whose members produce most of-the 
nation’s roses. 

Announcements arc not made until 
two years after selection to give grow- 
era time to produce sufficienf plants 
for public sale. So the 1996 winners 
will be available by next spring tq 
most of the country and somewhat 
earlier in warmer areas. 

Scoring is based on bud ond-fiower 
form, vigor,-hardiness,-growth hablt,- 
-disease resistance, foliage and fra- 
grance. 

"There's a rose for every home gar- 
dener in this year's group of winners," 
says Larry Burks, AARS president. 
‘‘‘We’re pleased to introduce such a 
unique collection and we ore'confi-~ 
dent each rose will find a special place

For many gardeners, spring is 
the big season for color, with great 
splashes of azaleas tind tulips. 

But summer tends toward the 
green, dominated by lawn and 
shrubs at ground level and a cell- 
ing of trees. Green is cool, and we 
certainly need that in the summer, 
but gardeners also^eom for color 
to^add drama, life and flair to the 
.landscape. ' . 

Achieving that is not so dii^cull, 
especially if you think about a few 
basic guidelines on the use of color 

in'the garden: ' 

. * Dark colors disappear. In the 
shade, dark colors tend to disap- 
^ pear, but paler colors,,incIuding 
white, and the lighter 'shades of 
yellow, blue and pink stand out.

Give them a frame of lighter col- 
ors planted behind and around

lighter hbstas will help do this. 

•• ‘Thd background. ■ counts. 
Consider how plant colors fit in 
with' tHcir back^und, particularly 
'if it is brick or wood walls and 
fences. 

Both wood and brick come in 
many colors, and the color.of flow- 
ers may 'cause them to disappear or 
stand out. Red flowers against a 
redwood fence may go unnoticed, 

' but 'pink' or white~6nes could stop 
traffic. 

Vivid orange cosmos against 
dark red brick may be decidedly 
unappealing, but softershades~of' 
yellow, quite nice. 

’ Pink *;geraniums; and* white 
daisies dgainst a withered, gray 
fence'or wall can be stunning, par- 
ticularly. if accented by silver 
foliage of dusty miller or arteine- 
sia. 

' ■ Mood merits attention. Think 
about the mood you're trying to 
create in your garden. Is your back 
yard a place for peaee, quiet and 
relaxation? Soft, restful colors in 
-TOol-shades-ofblue , ' gr ee n ~as~well- 


as the calmer sba^s of pink, 
peach, rose and lavender wi« add 
to this atmosphere* . • 

But in places 3 /,du want to attract 
attention, even; ereate'excitement, 
select the .hbtteif colors. There arc 
rnany possibilitfes such as orange 
cosmos, hot pink begonias, red 
zinnias and golden day lilies. The 
eye is usually drawn ,to these col- 
ors Hrst, so they are d nice-way to 
create a 'focal point oround^o door 
or dthe'r architcctural feature'.

Also, schedule the. lights to turn 
on and off logically. Most people . 
have lights on during the evening in 
parts of the house wn^ they spend 
the most irmc. For many homeown- 
ers that would be the family room, 
-kitchcnor-livingroom. 

But when people go to bed, they 
turn off those lights and turn on 
lights in the bedroom area. Why not 
schedule yourjimers to reflect your 
usual schMule in this way? 

A lot .oflihomeowners get stopped 
in this process'by not having a plug- ' 
in lamp that they can connect to a 
conventional timer plugged .ipto a 
wall.wket. '' 


If you.hnvcn't seen or even heard 
of timers that replace wall switches, 
ask your lopal hardware store or 
home center sales person about 
them. 

This is not a plug-in device, but 
don't get scared that you have to 
remove your existing wall switch 
and connect a few wires. Even if 
you know nothing about eleciricar 
procedures; this is a simple job thot 
anyone can do by following the few . 
directions that come with the 
devices. 

Intermatic (wall-switch timers) 
now has a self-leaming timer so you 
don't have to keep changing the pro- — 
gram as the amount of sunlight 
changes through the year. 

It also hos the ability to switch 
your lights on and off at random 
times soino one watching from the 
outside con delect a poitem. It sells 
forS24.95, and it's an' investment I 
intend to make. 

There are other such timers on the 
market, too.

challenges and will require the' 
infUsion of additional capital dur- 
ing July 1995, which has not yet 
been arranged and if arranged 
could result in dilution for cur- 
rent stockholders,” the statement 
said. 

“While we arc pleased that we 
have finalized an agreement with 
our banks for an interim financ- 
ing,” Chairman Robert Miller 
said, “the situation continues to 
be dilTicult at Morrison Knud- 
sen.”

Stockholders would get one share 
in each new company for each ITT

vote on the plan In the fall. 

The new companies would be 
■ known as ITT Corp., ITT Hartford 
and ITT Industries. 

The early reaction on Wall Street, 
was positive. ITT closed Tuesday up 
S6.25 share at SI 15.50 on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

ITT got its start in the telephone 
business In the Caribbean in 1920. It 
made more than 250 acquisitions in 
the 1960s and ’70s.
